The program, which got under way 
fast June, embodied 65 ptojects 
epread over the Yukon, Northwest 
Territories and every Canad’an proy- 
ince with the exception of Prince Ed- 
ward Island. Close to 1,000: persons 
were employed in the 188 field parties 
which engaged of the geological and 
{ pographical surveys. 

The reconna'ssance of the Yellow

Territories, disclosed approximately 
2,900 square miles, or 30 per cent. of 
the drea, could be classified as gold 
prospecting territory,: the deputy 
minister sad.

P |L. R. Macgregor, Toronto, Australian 


land at a special sale conducted re- 
cently by Wm. Bosomworth and 
Sons, at Merklands Wharf, Glasgow, 
to dispose of a shipment of Canadian 
beef and dairy cattle. Bids 
freely, and all the animals were dis- 
posed of at satisfactory prices. 

The auctioneers stated that the 
dairy cows were the first lot offered 
for many months, and were of excel- 
lent types and breeding. In order to 
ensure that enly the very best class 
of Canadian cows would be exported 
the Canadian Government had im- 
posed strict regulations providing 
that all cows for export to the Bri- 
tish market must pass an official 
tuberculin and blood test prior to 
shipment. Any cows failing to pass 
such test will not be allowed to leave 
the Dominion. Further action by the 
Canadian government provided for 
skilled supervision of all export ship- 
ments as to class, breed, type, and 
conformation of the animals to en- 
sure that only high-class stock went 
to the British market. 

As the Canadian government had 
full power to licence exporters: and 
could withdraw or cancel any ex- 
porters licence they were in a posi- 
tion to see that the trade was work- 
ed on a highly satisfactory basis. 
These actions by the Canadian gov- 
ernment meant that all Canadian 
milk cows exported to Britain con- 
formed to a degree of official testing,
